No. 6,256,533) is 
cited as being pertinent to the instant application. Yuzhakov, 
however, fails to teach or suggest a silicon mold member to be 
disposed in a mold recess as recited in the claims . Nor is 
there any apparent reasons to modify or combine the reference 
with other prior art to result in such a configuration.
